TERRIBLE DISASTER AT SEA. 


Two Handred Lives Reported Loss. 


Six Georgians oa Board. 


{By Telegraph to The Constitution. ] 

Lonpon, May8.—Intelligence of the 
shocking marine disaster just reached 
this city. The Eagle line steamship 
Shiller, Capt Thomas, which sailed from 
New York April 28th for Hamburg, by 
way of Plymouth and Oherboug, has 
bcen wrecked off the Sicily Isles. It is 
believed that two hundred persons have 
perished. At 12:30 Pp. m. additional 
particulars thus far received of the 
wreck of the steamer Schiller, show that 
the disaster is fully as terrible as at first 
reported. The accident occyrred at 10 
o'clock last night, at which hour the 
steamship struck on dangerous retarrere 
ledges, near Bishops Rock. A fog 
prevailed at the time. A boat belonging 
to St. Agnes, south of Scilly Isles, has 
janded. Some ofthe survivors of the 
wreck ia at St. Marys Island, another of 
Bcilly's. These sutvivors. were picked 
up while swimming with the tide. 
They had several narrow escapes from 
drowning, and were a numberof times 
washed «ff a rock. They declare the 
number of lives lost by the disaster is 
2).

Upon our arrival at the lower end of 
the canal, we were instantly surrounded 
by about a dozen of these boatman, each 
of whom, in most glowing language, des:

step down into the magnificent floating |} 
palace and move away, under bis gujd- 
ance, as on the wings of zephyrs, to the 
smiling regions beyond. 

That is, we suppose they said all this, 
and much more too. I do not thinkjwe 
could by any possihility have been mis- 
taken io this latter supposition, however, | 
we muy have been in the first. 

To make a long story short, though, 
through our interpreter, Mr. Butler, we 
soon made a contract «saith one, who 
though charging us more, yet bad a bet- 
ter boat than any of his fellows.. 

Wethen “‘embarked” and were soon on 
our way up the canal, under the superia- 
tendence of the,“‘proprietor” of the boat. 

I can see him yet, with his pantaloons 
and sleeves rolled up ‘‘to the uttermost,” 
with no coat on, and with his broad 
brimmed hat, such as his whole tribe 
wear, covering his head and shoulders 
almost like an umbrella, as he bent down 
to the task of poling his well filled boat 
up the canal. 

Our Jason had well earned his dollar 
by the time we returned to the landing.

CHINANPAS, 
(floating gardens.) These float no longer, 
but still have the Aztec’s hut, the trees 
and the beautiful gardens upon them. 

At length, having gone some two

SANT ANITA, 
(Holy Little Annie,) and took a walk 
through it. 

A number of the Aztecs, men and wo- 
men, recognizing Mr. Butler, came rush- 
ing out to meet him. They seem to have 
quite an affectionate regard for him. 

We saw anumber of the women mak- 
ing artificial flowers out of radishes, tur. 
nips, cic. These were really very ioge- 
nuous. They also used several kinds of 
coloring matter. 

And here, speaking of flowers, reminds 
me that the love for them seems to be a 
national characteristic of the Aztecs. 
Immepse numbers of bouquets can be 
seen for sale in the city every day, and 
the largest and most superb of them sell 
very cheaply indeed. All the old histori- 
ans of the conquest testify to the same 
truth in that day. 

We also went into an 

AZTEC SCHOOL HOUSE, 

where the Indian pedagogue held sway 
over ahalf adozen or more little chaps 
of the same race, Your correspondent 
endeavored to converse in English with 
one or two of these, but a grave, puzzled 
look, a sly smile, andh ten an open gig- 
g’e were the only answers he could 
elicit. 

The houses here all hai thatched roofs, 
and were neatly arranged inside. These 
with the children playing in the shade, 
and the men and women laughing and 
talking as they worked, presented quite 
a cheerful appearance. 

THE CHURCH ON SANT ANITA, 
whence the village takes its name, is a 
nice affair. Its splendor, however, ill- 
fitted ts position wmid the humble huts 
of the poor. It, however, served to L- 
lustrate more forcibly to our minds the 
policy of the Roman Catholic church 
there in the past, which for hundreds of 
years had fairly ground the people into 
the dust in wie to procure the means 
wherewith to erect these magnificent 
cburch edifices. 

Your correspondent, Messrs. Editors, 
writes these facts, not from any enmity 
to the Roman church, but merely for the 
purpose of giving to your readers a true 
account of matters as they stand in Mex- 
ico. He will state that the opposition of 
a majority of the Roman Catholics, in 
that country, to the past policy,of the 
church is exceedingly bitter.

Pigeons in Western New York. 


A ROOST NEAR COOPERS, ON THE LINE OF 
THE ERIE RAILWAY, 
{From the Rochester (N. ¥.) Democrat. | 

There are couatless millions of pig- 
eons to be found within one hunared 
miles of this ci'y. The country hr 
between the main line of the Erie Rail- 
road from Corning to Buffalo, and the 
Rochester branch from Corning to Avon, 
is literally alive with the birds. Their 
roosting place is situated in a wild 
mountainous region west of Coopers, 
New York, a few miles this side of Corn- 
ing, and embraces a tract of land from 
seven to ten miles square, heavily tim- 
bered, and unbroken#®by clearings or 
highways, from which they issue at day- 
light, and scatter over the country for 
many miles in search of their food, 
which consists principally of acorns. 
The birds made their appearance near 
Coopers about three weeks ago and have 
advanced furtuer west daily, until they 
now fly as far west as Springwater. 
During the present’week they will in all 
probability be found at points along the 
Gennessee Valley, aad scattered. over 
the surrounding country, and there isa 
prospect that a considerable number of 
the birds will build their nests and breed 
in this co@nty and those adjoining. At 
present the easiest way to bag them is to 
goto Coopers, Curtis, Campbell,.or. Sa- 
vona, and choose am elevated ‘position 
directly in the line of flight, and shoot 
as the immense flocks come surging 
past. This plan gives an opportunity 
to shoot in the morning as the birds fly 
to the feeding grounds, and again at 
night as they return to roost, and avoids 
the fatigue of climbing the high, rough, 
wooded hills in which the birds feed 
during the day. 

The writer took a trip to Campbells 
last week, made big bags, and never had 
more enjoyment crowded into a two 
days’ trip. The birds fly over the west- 
ern ‘side of the valley in the morning 
and go back on the eastern side at night, 
flying just above the tree tops as they 
pass up and down the mountains. Op- 

site the village of Campbells are three 
high hills; on the top of the centre one 
our party took up a position, and when 
the flight commenced, about 5.30 P. M., 
we could not 
enough to take the flocks as they charged 
upon us like the waves of the ocean. 
The flight lasted an hour. From our 
pve. position we commanded a view 
of the country for ten or twelve miles in 
length and five or six in width, and for 
the entire distance immense flocks could 
be seen stretching out in long lines until 
lost in the distance. When nearing the 
“roost” several flocks ‘arriving simul- 
taneously would sweep together into one 
immensé-flock and alight im the trees in 
a thick mass, seemingly covering an 
acre ur more. Several trappers are en-; 
deavoring to ascoytal 
of the feeding ground, for the perpose: 
of catching the birds in nets, but as, yet

Stephenson constructed the first loco- 
motive, 

In a conversation which I had with 
the old man last summer I questioned 
him on such subjects, and was informed 
that. he always took a deep interest ia- 
such matters. I remember saying 
something like this to him: “Mr. Ross, 
do you remember what the name of 
the first railway was, of which yoa 
have any knowledge?” 

“Yes,” said hé;“I do. I think it 
was one running from Liverpool, Eng- 
land, to some other point in that coun- 
try. I remember reading and hearing. 
of it, but have forgetten the other ter- 
minus.” 

“Manchester,” I suggested. 

“IT believe that was the name,” was 
his reply; after a moment’s reflection. 

To refresh his recollection I repeated 
the substanee of a newspaper article } 
which I had recently read, to the effect 
that this was the first railroad ever built, 
and was the first line on which Mr. 
Stephenson proposed to work an engine 
that was “to go at the rate of 12 miles 
an hour’—a proposition so wild and so 
visionary as to cause him to be ridiculed 
universally almost, and to be held up 
for public derision. 

“Twelve miles an hour!’ exclaimed 
the London Quarterly Review, with the 
prophetic wisdom of a calerpillar; “as | 
well trust one’s self to be fired off on a 
congreve rocket.’ “QO, yes,” said he, in 
reply to all this, “I remember hearing a 
great deal of such talk as 
ter I was beyond seventy years old,” 
“This editorial is said to have been pub- 
lished as late as 1850,” I continued. 
“Is that so,” said he lavghingly; “then, 
you see, I was two or three years above 
sixty, instead of seventy, but I heard 
such things several years later, sir.” 

Mr. Ross told this reporter last sum- 
mer that he distinctly remembered the 
battle of Guilford Caurt House, of Rev- 
olutionary fame. He was then a young 
man, somewhere in the neighborhood of 
18 years old, and witnessed the fight 
from his father’s barn-door, 

As many newspapers pretend todoubt 
the statements which have been mage 
concerning his age, from time to time, 
of late years, by his home papers, and 
as some of the editors may still prefer 
to treat the matter with incredulous 
levity, I nave recently interviewed Gov. 
P, C. Dunning, now of this place, and 
am satisfied that the Governor’s state- 
ment will be received as conclusive evi- 
dence. 

Goy. Dunning informed me that he 
knew Mr. Ross more than fifty years 
ago in North Carolina, and that he was 
a venerable-looking old gentleman at 
that time. His recollection is distinet 
that his father was a year or so the ju- 
nior of Mr. Ross, avd as his father 
would have been about 116 years old 
had he lived till now, it follows that 
Ross’ pretensions were not false. 

The Governor and Hon. P. L. D. 
Mitchell paid their annual visit to the 
old man on the, Sabbath preceding his 
death. All other evidences aside, no 
one could look upon the sad, wan and 
worn face of the old man and disbelieve. 

Ninety-nine out of every one hun- 
dred would have believed him had he, 
at any time duringthe last few years of 
his life, told them that he was verging 
clogely on to two hundred. An old, old 
man, whose shriveled skin seemed to be 
hiding bones already in process of de- 
cay,and whose whole frame, like an old 
and unsightly tenement house, was no 
longer anything but a wretched shell, 
was a sight that proclaimed his length 
of days more potentially than a thous- 
and trumpet-tongued witnesses.

tive hours, I was in a state of complete 
unconsciousness. 

The ascension from the gas works at 
La Villette was accomplished favorably, 
At lin the afternooa we were already 
more than 5,000 yards of altitude (pres- 
sure 400). We had passed air into the 
potassium tubes, felt our pulses, mea+ | 
sured the interior temperature of the 
balloon, which was more than 20 C. 
(68 Fahr.), while the exterior air was 
less than 5 C. (41 Fahr.) Sivel had 
trimmed the car; Croce had used his 
spectroscope, and we were all in high 
spirits. 

Sivel threw out ballast and we ascen- 
ded, breathing oxygen, which produced 
an excellent effect. 

At lh, 20m. the barometer marked 
320 mm.; we were over 7,000 yards 
high, and the temperature was less than 
10 C. (50 Fahr.) My-companions were 
pale; | felt weak, but I inhaled a little 
of the gas, which somewhat revived 
me. We still ascended. Sivel turned 
toward me and said: “We have a large 
quantity of brllast; shall I throw some 
out:” I replied, “Do as you please.” 
He put the same question to our friend, 
who nodded energetically in token of 
approval. We had five sacks with us, 
each weighivg twenty-five kilos, and at 


beast four more were hung outside the 


ear. 
Sivel took his knife and successively 
cut three cords. The bags were emp- 
tied, and we mounted rapidly. All at 
once I found myself so feeble that I 
could not even turn my head to look at 
my companions, who, I believe, were 
I desired to obtain the oxygen 
tube. but could not lift my arm, but my 
mind was still quite lucid. I had my 
eyes on the barometer, and I saw the 
needle pass over the figure of pressure 
270 mm., then 180, which it went be- 
yond. I wanted to exclaim, “We are at 
8,000!"but my tongue seemed paralyzed. 
All at once my eyes closed, and I fell 
inert, entirely losing all recollection. 
The time was then about 1.30. 

At 1.52 I revived for a moment. The 
balloon was descending rapidly. I was 
able to cut a sack of ballast to slacken 
the speed, and to write on my register 
the following lines, which I copy: 

“We are descending. ‘l'emperature, 
6 C. (17.6 Fahronheit). I am throwing 
out ballast. Elevation 315. Sivil and 
Croce still insensible at the bottom of 
the car. Descending very rapidly.” 

I had scarcely written these lines 
when a sort of trembling fit seized me, 

d I sank down fainting for the second 

ime. I was coriscious of a violent wind, ’ 
indicating a very rapid descent. A few 
moments later I felt myself shaken by 
the arms, and recognized Croce, who 
had revived. “Throw out ballast,” said 
he, “we are going down.” But | could 
hardly open my eyes, and I did not no- 
tice whether Sivil was aroused. I re- 
member that Croce unfastened the as- 
pirator and threw it out, ag well as 
eome ballast, extra wraps, and the like. 
All this isan extremely confused recol- 
lection, which was quickly extinguish- 
ed, for I relapsed ihto insensibility more 
thoroughly than before, and I felt as if 
I was going off into an eternal slumber. 
What happened then? I suppose that 


ble as it was, and very warm, shot up 
once more into the upper regicns. At 
about 3.15 o’clock I reopened my eyes, 
feeling giddy and week, but any con- 
sciousness returned. ‘The balloon was 
rushing downward with frightful yelo- 
city. 

The car swayed violently from side 
to side, and described great osciHations. 
I raised myself on my knees, and pulled 
my companions by the arm. “Sivel, 
Croce!” I cried, ‘‘rouse yourselves!’ 
They were both crouched down in the 
car, with their heads concealed in their 
cloaks. I summoned up all my strength, 
and endeavored to lift thcm up. Sivel’s 
face was black, his eyes dull, mouth 
wide open and full of blood. Croce-Spi- 
nelli had his eyes closed, and his moath 
blood-stained also. 

To relate what occurred then is quite 
beyond my power. I noticed a tremen- 
dous wind from below upward. We 
were still at an altitude of 6,000 metres. 
There were still in the car two bags of 
ballast, which I cast out. Soon we 
neared the earth, and I sought for my 
knife in order to cut the attachment of 
the anchor, but I could not find it. 

I was distracted, and kept calling out: 
“Sivel! Sivel!” Fortunately I laid my 
hand on a knife, and was enabled te 
free the grapnel in time. The shock of 
the fall was extremely violent. The 
balloon appeared to flatten itself out 
completely, and I thought it would so 
remain. But there was a strong wind 
which carried it along. The 
did not hold firmly, and the car was 
dragged across the fields. The dead 

ies of my unfortunate friends were 
jerked about, and | feared at each mo- 
ment that they would fall out of the car. 
Meanwhile I succeeded in grasping the 
cord of the valve, and the balloon was 
quickly emptied, and was finally ex- 


hausted againsta tree. This was about 
4 o’clock. 
On getting out of the car I was at- 


tacked by a feverish excitement of the 
most violent kind, and very soon fell ex- 

austed and became livid. I thought 
that I was about to join my companions 
in the next world. 

Nevertheless, I gradually recovered 
my senses. I examined my poor com- 
rades, and found them cold and stiff. 
{ had their corpses transported to the 
shelter of a neighboring farm. I sob 
bed to suffocation, and even yet have 
not recovered. 

I am at Ciron, near Le Blanc, where 
I have been received with boundless 
hospitality. 

I have been feverish all the night. I 
have not yet been able to eat anything 
whatever, and feel consequently very
